10008 Montgomery, Alabama. State of Alabama. February 17, 1864. $50. PMG Very Fine 30 EPQ. (Shull Cr. 20 Rosene 7-18) An 
incredibly rare Third Series note that was payable in Confederate States Treasury Notes issued on or after February 17, 1864 (the 
final Confederate issue). Earlier Alabama issues were payable in either Confederate notes or 5% bond coupons of the state. There 
are some minor layout differences from the earlier CR.13. Most notable is the addition to the Third Series notes of the orange 
protector at center which reads 50 FIFTY 50. This is an unsigned remainder as are all we have seen. It is likely that these notes were 
printed so late in the war that they were of little use in the collapsing Confederacy and that none were ever fully issued. This note 
displays strong detail of the J.T. Patterson lithographed printing. The cut is exceptional as it is fully margin and include selvage 
on the right, which is the first we have seen. Most are cut a bit erratic with poor margins. Inscription “From Geo G. Kimball 
Portsmouth - Aug - 1871” is located in the selvage. Shull gives this variety an R-10 rarity rating, indicating 5 to 15 known. An 
About Uncirculated note brought $8625 in 2012. This note plate letter F note should realize a sum somewhere comfortably in 
between.

In New York, J. P. Morgan stepped in to intercede for the 
Federal Government and forced the nation’s banks to form 
Clearing House Associations to control the fiow of money 
and prevent nationwide foreclosures. A scrip such as this 
made the general public investors in this railroad venture at 
the cost of $1 per share ($4,000,000 was being capitalized) 
and the notes could circulate as money in San Diego and any 
point along the rail lines of the firm. They obviously would 
have been usable for passage. The great rarity of this piece 
is explained by the fact that they were primarily redeemed 
after the panic abated or were converted into larger stock 
certificates for multiple shares under differing terms. This is 
one of very few San Diego obsolete note items we have ever 
encountered and should enjoy serious attention from state 
collectors and transportation note enthusiasts.

This is one of the last issues of paper money to be issued by the Perkins shop before its merger into the New 
England Bank Note Company. The shop on Fruit Street in Newburyport has been recently restored and opened as a historical site. 

Generations of collectors of obsolete notes have come and gone without having had the opportunity to acquire even one of these notes. 
If cut apart, which we hope will not happen, the three full individual notes would probably bring several thousand dollars each in the 
marketplace. 

The Manufacturers and Traders Bank was incorporated on February 27, 1832, with an authorized capital of $100,000. This amount was 
not raised, and for most later years the paid-in capital was $75,000. In 1854 the authorization was increased to $150,000, then soon 
afterward to $175,000, then to $250,000. 

Per bills on hand, this bank issued $981,750 in paper money, of which amount $978,350 was destroyed. The shareholders opted to close 
the bank and reincorporate as the National Traders Bank of Portland, which was done. As of September 4, 1867, only $182 in old bills 
could be accounted for.

The bank was a 
cautious issuer of notes, and paid out only $20,224 face value, nearly all of which was later redeemed — this accounting for the rarity of 
any note from this bank today. In 1880 the name was changed to the First National Bank of San Jose.

In the event this interest rate 
exceeds the interest permitted by law, the same shall be adjusted to the maximum rate 
permitted by law, and any amount paid in excess thereof shall be allocated to princi- 
pal. Buyer agrees to pay all reasonable attorney’s fees, court costs and other collection 
costs incurred by Stack’s Bowers or any affiliated or related company to collect past 
due invoices or to interpret or enforce the terms hereof or in any action or proceed- 
ing arising out of or related to the Auction Sale. Stack’s Bowers reserves the right to 
assign its interest to any third party.
